1. Novelty 

D1 concerns either (see page 21. lines 22-23) anionic 99Tc-lmido-complexes having 
halogen ligands or PPhgor the 2 bisdentateligands containing complex referred to in 
line 24. 

D3 concerns a 1 88Re complex which is In analogy to the D1 complex (with the 
exception of the bidentate ligand) 

D2 relates to neutral nitrido-complexes 

Hence, D1 und D2 do not describe tridentate complexes and D3 doe not describe 
anionic imido complexes. Hence, claims 1 and 15 are novel. 



2. Inventive step 

The problem to be solved was to make available new radio phamiaceuticals which can 
be prepared, in small scale. 

This problem has been solved by the compounds according to claim 1 . 

None of the documents on file suggests the presence of a tridentate ligand for the 
preparation of a IMIDO-complex. This concept has been suggested and implemented 
firstly in the present application. 
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Claims 12-14 relate to the preparation of new and inventive compounds. They are, 
therefore, also acceptable with respect to Decision T 1 19/82 (see headnote 1). 



Dependent claims 2-1 1 and 16-18 define further embodiments and likewise meet the 
requirements of the PCT. 

The new intermediate according to claim 1 5 contributes a structural element to the final 
product and is used in an inventive process. It is therefore a means for carrying out the 
invention and as such equally patentable.
